watching, with breathless hope, the 
valiant struggle of their Allies and 
fellow Slavs in Stalingrad.” 

Then, in an indirect plea for 
Allied action in Western Europe, 
he declared, “Give us one Allied 
victory and the Germans will soon 
be scuttling out of their mock ‘Pro- 
tectorate.’” 

The “Protectorate” of Czechia is 
the Nazi-formed and Gestapo-ruled 
state which the Germans made of 
one part of Czechoslovakia. The 
rest they made into the so-called 
“allied” state of Slovakia. But 
in neither the Protectorate nor Slo- 
vakia do the Germans have clear 
sailing. 

In response to the numerous peti- 
tions for pardon or for mitigation 
of the harsh Gestapo sentences 
meted out to Czechs, the Nazis 
issued a communique stating that 
“sentences passéd by German tri- 
bunals cannot, on principle, be miti- 
gated by pardons.” Some 2,000 Ozech 
patriots have been done to death 
— Pie Gestapo since September, 

But the number of underground 
anti-Nazi papers in Prague is in- 
creasing, according to the Stock- 
holm Aftonbladet. 

And in Slovakia, also, as well as 
in Czechia, the partisan movement 
is gaining. The German-controlled 
newspaper, Gardista, inadvertantly 
revealed that “disloyal Slovaks” are 
carrying on a guerrilla movement. 
These Slovak guerrillas “shot an 
‘un-Slovak’ [German]! gendarme 
and on May 5th they destroyed 
the railroad near Gymes,” the paper 
Said.

Nazis Harness 


Six Million to

LONDON, Oct. 5 (UP). — Six 
million workers of occupied Europe 
now are harnessed to the Nazi war 
machine, a survey by the Allied 
governments in exile revealed to- 
day. 

The Allied governments reported 
that the forcible shifting of work- 
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atrocities committed by the Nazis in 


LONDON, Oct. 5 (Ur) — 
Forty-three German soldiers in 
northern Norway have been ex- 
ecuted, 17 officers have been dis- 
missed, and 3,000 soldiers have 
been imprisoned after partici- 
pating in a mutiny, BBC re- 
ported today on the basis of in- 
formation from occupied Europe. 

No details of the mutiny were 
available. 


Hitler Fears 
2nd Front- 


Moscow News 


LONDON, Oct. 5 (UP). — The 
English language: weekly “Moscow 
News” carried the Soviet view of 
the war a step further in com- 
menting on Adolf Hitler’s speech 
last week. It noted that Hitler 
said he was not afraid of a sec- 
ond front, but asked if that were 
true why he added, “we cannot tell 
where or when they will attack us.” 

The newspaper regarded Hitler’s 
assertion that Germany never 
would capitulate as a strange state- 
ment for a conqueror, but agreed 
with it on the grounds that no one 
would give him a chance to 
capitulate. 

“Capitulation signifies negotia- 
tions, and what negotiations or 
agreements are possible with Hit- 
ler?” the commentator asked. 

A United Press dispatch from 
Moscow denied the report that 
Marshall Boris Shaposhnikov had 
been named Defense Commissar, 
and Supreme Commander of the 
Red Armies. The dispatch said 
the misconception might have 
arisen from his being hailed as 
“eminent leader of the Red Army” 
on the occasion of his 60th birth- 
day anniversary Sunday. 


Australians 
Pursue Foe 
Into Jungle 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Australia, Oct. 5 
(UP).—Australian forces, pursuing 
Japanese they had driven from 
barricaded positions south of 
Efogi, pushed through the moun- 
tainous New Guinea jungles today 
under weather and terrain condi- 
tions so terrible that four men 
were needed to keep each fighting 
man supplied with ammunition and 
food. 

The chase was nearing the 6,170- 
foot-high gap in the Owen Stanley 
range with the Australian ground 
forces backed up by American air 
and ground forces. 

Meeting only Japanese strag- 
glers for the past five days, the 
Australians had passed Efogi, eight 
and one-half miles south of the 
gap and 44 airline miles from 
Port Moresby, and were edging 
along a forked trail toward Lake 
Myola, six miles distant by road, 
and Kagi, three miles from Efogi 
and last village south of the gap.

“Here in the streets of Stalin- 
grad’s outskirts, we have to repel 
12 and more enemy attacks in the 
course of one day.

“Every fighter must redouble his 
staunchness, tenacity and courage 
to conquer.

“The battle for Stalingrad has 
entered its most decisive stage. But 
no matter how the storm rages, 
the defenders of Stalingrad must 
stand firm,” Red Star says. “We 
know that this is not easy, that 
the Soviet troops are fighting un- 
der extremely difficult conditions.

Lewis Hints 
Defeatist Line 


For Convention

CINCINNATI, Oct. 5.—It became 
evident today that only the rank 
and file of the United Mine Work- 
ers can make the convention be- 
ginning here tomorrow a win-the- 
war convention. John L. Lewis 
strode into the city today and met 
the press—and if his statements are 


tends to pursue at the convention, 
he intends that the UMW sessions 
will ignore the war completely, be- 
come merely a pawn for Lewis’ ob- 
structionist program. 

Lewis declared that the outstand- 
ing issues of interest in the conven- 
tion will be purely economic ones. 
These will deal with the question 
of a wage increase of two dollars 
a day to bring miners’ wages into 
line with the increased cost of liv- 
ing period. Lewis claims that the 
cost of living has advanced to a 
greater degree in mining communi- 
ties than in larger centers. 

The present contract was signed 
June 1941 retroactive to April 1941 
and provided a $1 increase over’ the 
basic wage scale of $6 a day for a 
seven-hour, five - day - week period. 
It called for a conference on March 
11, 1943 to negotiate a new wage 
agreement paragraph. 

Lewis said that the report of the 
scale committee will take prece- 
dence over all other reports to the 
convention period. The next mat- 
ter of importance, according to 
Lewis’ point of view, is the request 
of Ickes for increased coal produc- 
tion on a basis of a six-day-week 
period. Lewis maintains that at the 
present five-day-week miners are 
producing 58,000,000 tons anthracite 
and 560,000,000 tons bituminous coal 
which nearly fulfills the nation’s 
requirements, notwithstanding that 
of more than 70,000 miners have 
entered the service and other in- 
dustries. While some worker-man- 
agement production committees are 
functioning Lewis contends that in 
the coal industry there is no great 
problem of production. 

On all other subjects Lewis when 
questioned replied laconically no 
comment.” Affiliation to the CIO, 
which Lewis has intimated he will 
dissolve, the Western front, na- 
tional and international labor unity, 
tax program, congressional elections 
—on all these questions Lewis re- 
fused to express an opinion. 

However, the rank and file dele- 
gates do have opinions and will 
have much to say. Scores of local 
unions all over the country have 
adopted resolutions in favor of all 
these questions. They are vitally 
interested and want to stand shoul- 
der to shoulder with their brother 
and sister trade unionists in the 
CIO, the AFL and with the labor 
movements of the United Nations 
including the Soviet Union to win 
the war and defeat fascism here 
and abroad.

The brief also urged that the At- 
torney General did not have the 
right to review the favorable deci- 
sion made by the Board of Im- 
migration Appeals, and that Harry 
Bridges in the second hearing was 
subjected to double jeopardy. Fi- 
nally, the brief argued that as 
the testimony of one of the two 
important Government witnesses 
upon whom the Attorney General 
relied for proof that Bridges was 
a member of the Communist Party 
had been improperly received, the 
whole decision must fall.

cause the persistent attempts both 
in the Immigration Service and in 
Congress to “get Bridges” served to 
deprive him of equal protection, 
and that after the first hearing the 
case against him was res jidicata 
and the second proceeding consti- 
tuted double jeopardy. 

In addition to these questions of 
procedural due process, it was 
strenuously argued that there was 
no substantial evidence to support 
the order deportation. 

Mrs, Carol King, New York at- 
torney for Harry Bridges, pointed 
out that the importance of revers- 
ing the order of the Attorney Gen- 
eral is emphasized by the need at 
the present time for Bridges’ con- 
tinued activity in support of the 
war effort.

The Journal digs a heap of tech- 
nically-worded language far beyond 
the ken of the average consumer 
to confuse the issue, It reveals 
that Senator Bankhead from Ala- 
bama is leading the fight to keep 
prices vp. 

Consumers have learned by this 
time that even so-called perma- 
nent price ceilings placed on food- 
stuffs, are subject to change. This 
month will see another rise in gen- 
eral food products as a result of 
pressure from packers, distributors 
and processors. Even prices which 
appear to be “frozen” can be melt- 
ed with lobbyists heat. 


The tasks for consumers, are 
clear. Not a moment’s delay in 
letting OPA know that all food 
prices must be within the range of 
the average worker’s pocketbook.

Mr. Graves’ 
neat little parallel gives the measure of his understanding of the 
struggle of the Negro people for elementary rights and the war 
against Hitlrism. 

Two pages of Mr. Graves’ 18-page essay are devoted to quotations

Unquestionably Mr. Graves will acknowledge that Mississippi, 
for example, is a Southern state. With a Negro population of 49 per 
cent, one fails to be impressed by the “unwavering” attitude of the 
white majority of the South. (Especially when the prevailing attitude 
is determined by the Southern industrialists and planters.) 

“Southern liberals,” says Mr. Graves, “who in other days have 
befriended and championed the Negro to the point of getting them- 
selves mentioned adversely in Klan circles,’ are so conscious of the 
attitude of the “white majorities” that they are convinced that nothing 
“but harm ... can come of the current agitations.” 

Adverse mention in Klan circles seems to be a rare experience 
for certain Southern liberals, judging from Mr. Graves’ testimony. 
A genuine liberal, it would seem, would glory in “adverse mention in 
Klan circles” and cite it as proof of his liberalism.

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Educator Protests 


Morris U. Schappes, well-known educator, made this statement re- 
garding MGM's film The Man on America's Conscience: 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s production of “The Man on America’s 
Conscience” is a menace to our national unity in the war effort 
for two reasons. 

First, it makes a hero of Andrew Johnson, who escaped im- 
peachment as president of the United States by the narrowest of 
margins, Andrew Johnson is really the godfather, if that honored 
term may be used in such a connection, of the Talmadges and 
Dixons and their entire clan, which is now engaged in organizing 
a new secession movement. Is not Governor Dixon’s refusal to 
accept a Federal government contract for war goods, on the ground 
that it provides for the equal use of Negro labor without dis- 
crimination, an attempt to take this country out of our people's 
war with the Axis? The carrying through of the Talmadge-Dixon 
policy would lead to the disruption of our national war economy 
at a time when it needs its maximum strength for victory. 

Secondly, “The Man on America’s Conscience” makes a villain 
out of Thaddeus Stevens, whose grandeur and stature as a states- 
man is becoming more and more clear with the passage of time. 
Thaddeus Stevens was a great Patriot and abolitionist who helped 
found the free public school system of our country in Pennsylvania 
in his youth and who fought for national unity and equality of 
Negro and white ail the time and unto his death. Refusing to be 
buried in a cemetery that excluded the Negro dead, he preferred, 
and ordered, his burial in a Negro cemetery. Had Stevens’ policies 
of reconstruction been followed, we should not now be confronted 
with the danger of the Talmadge-Dixon “white supremacy” racist 
rebellion against our war aims and the very conduct of the war. 

The films being a tremendous source of influence on our people, 
they should be produced with due care for their effect on our war 
effort. The films of Britain and especially of the Soviet Union 
have demonstrated how film-art can be used te inspire a people 
with the understanding and the determination that leads them to 
do more than their utmost in the war against fascism. For a 
producer like M-G-M to take this occasion to spring upon our 
people a picture that traduces their fraditions and does violence to 
the ideals for which we are fighting this war is te exhibit ir- 
responsibility or worse. 

The picture must be stopped: either by M-G-M’s developing a 
conscience that will reveal the evil inherent in the contemplated 
film, or by action of the Office of War Information Film Division.

As im- 
portant as it is to continue and expand 
greatly the flow of direct material aid to the 
Soviet Union, the aid which the Soviet people 
consider of “first rate. importance” is the 
second front. 

No useful purpose is served by those who 
attempt to evade the point by innocently 
claiming that we have no obligation to open 
a second front. Our agreement of last June 
to open a second front in 1942 is that obliga- 
tion, not only to the Soviet Union but to 
ourselves. The Soviet Union’s need for a 
second front to relieve the pressure on the 
Eastern Front and our need for a second 
front to defend ourselves and win the war 
coincide completely with our own best na- 
tional interests and the interests of all the 
peoples of occupied Europe. 

There can be no. question of how the 
peoples of Britain and America stand on 
this point. They fully support the war policy 
of their governments as expressed in the 
June pact to open the second front, and for 
some time already they have been “prodding” 
their leaders for immediate action. They 
recognize that Munichite-defeatist elements 
are delaying action. They know that much, 
if not everything, having to do with winning

The Yugoslav Patriots 


JULY 26, this newspaper 
printed a report from Istanbul 
that the secret radio station Free 
Yugoslavia had broadcast a reso- 
lution accusing General Draja 
Michailovitch and his associates 
with carrying on an armed strug- 
gle against the people and receiy- 
ing aid for this purpose from the 
German and Italian occupation 
forces, 

The resolution in which the 
charge was made was passed by a 
conference of political, cultural 
and public leaders of three Yugo- 
Slav regions — Montenegro, Boka 
and Sand jack. 

It whs signed by 75 representa- 
tives of these regions, only some 
of whose names could be made 
public. Those names appeared 
with our news story. They in- 
clude leaders of the Peasant Party, 
Independent Democratic Party, 
Farmers Union, Federated Party, 
as well as a number of priests, 
army 
officers, professors, burgomasters 
and a former mayor. 

The names of Michailovitch’s as- 
sociates participating in this 
treachery, as well as some details

ed charges has appeared anywhere.

Roosevelt and Bennett 


IX short weeks ago, the Democratic con- 
vention, under the thumb of boss Jim 


WIN. -THE-WAR voters can best express 
their sentiments in this election by 


Farley, rejected U. S. Senator James S. Mead 
as candidate for Governor of New York 
State. The convention, heavily influenced by 
the Christian Front and other appeaser 
forces, booed the names of President Roose- 
velt, Governor Lehman and Senator Wagner. 

Last Sunday, President Roosevelt endorsed 
Bennett for Governor. ° 

How ‘explain this contradiction? 

It is clear that the President’s action was 
not dictated by any sudden love of Bennett 
or Farley. Nothing has occurred in the last 
six weeks to change Mr. Roosevelt's funda- 
mental estimate of Bennett and what he 
represents. Therefore, the explanation must 
be sought elsewhere. 

Firstly, the endorsement is an indication 
of the strength of the appeasement and 
politics-as-usual forces in the state and na- 
tional Democratic organization and the fact 
that Mr. Roosevelt does not deem it politi- 
cally expedient at this moment to clash with 
these forces. 

Secondly, it was also motivated by a desire 


to win an Administration majority in the 


House. The President does not want an 
appeaser-Republican House majority. 


E AGREE that an appeaser-Republican 
majority of the House would be a na- 
tional calamity. But we cannot agree that 
the way to avoid this peril is by strengthen- 
ing the Farley- Bennett appeaser forces 
within the Democratic Party. 
New Yorkers want the election of a win- 


the-war Congress, win-the-war state execu- 


tive and a win-the-war state legislature. 
They want a vote which will be interpreted 
at once throughout the world as a mandate 
for a smashing offensive against the Axis. 

That mandate cannot be obtained by a 
vote for the Farley-picked John J. Bennett, 
who on Nov. 30, 1986 openly associated him- 
self with the fascist Spanish dictator Franco, 
and is known to be a crony of Edward Lodge 
Curran, eastern representative of the fascist 
Charles Coughiln. 

Such a mandate cannot be obtained by a 
vote for Thomas E. Dewey, the representa- 
tive of the appeasement policies of Herbert 
Hoover, the American advocate of the Finn- 
ish fascist Baron Mannerheim.
